If you want to eliminate the obsolete and ex- 


pensive office of County School Supervisor you will 
sign this petition promptly. The deadline for filing 
the petition is Wednesday, November 15 — 20 days 
before the date of the election. 


Our first move in this matter was to retain 


James H. Pilkinton, former chancery judge, to !rok 
up the law and advise as to procedure. His legal 
report shows that to abolish the office of County 
School Supervisor it is necessary for the County 
Board of Education to so vote — which means you 
have got to elect to the County Board men who are 
so disposed. 


The County Board is comprised of five members, 


one being elected each year for a five-year term. 
The member whose term is now expiring and who 
presumably will be a candidate for re-election is 
Milton Peebles, school superintendent qt Saratoga, a 
good schoolman and a good friend.of The Editor. 


We sounded out Mr. Peebles over the telephone 


Tuesday night as to whether he would-commit him- 
self to vote to abolish the County Supervisor, off ice, 
and he paid us a visit at The Star office Wednesday, 
at which time we went over the matter in detail. If 
The Editor had been able to get a decisive statement 
from Mr. Peebles we would have backed him — and 
thsre would have been no need to circulate a petition 
to nominate an opposing candidate. But Mr; Peebles 
refused to commit himself — and. so the nominating 
petition for another man becomes necessary. 


The story behind the County School Supervisor is 


simoly that of an office which has outlived its time, 
with an ever-mounting cost in wasted public school 
funds.*

When this Editor came to Hope in 1929 the 


county had a population of 32,000, of which Hope 
had 6,000 — leaving a rural population of 26,000. 
The county's population today is 19,000, of which 
Hope has 8,000 —- leaving a rural population of 
only 11,000, little more than a third as large as three 
decades ago. 


Originally Hf mpstead county-,had ,25 .school dis-,. 


tricts. Now there are only eight. The Arkansas total 
has shrunk from thousands to a mere 418 districts. 
Everywhere the duties of the County School Super- 
visor have vanished — but the office rolls merrily 
along with the highest budget in history. . 


The picture in Hempstead county is this: From 


one-half the state severance tax, the state appor- 
tionment, and the sale of poll taxes; the Common 
School Fund gets $16,680 annually. According to 
a State Department of Education analysis' of the 
fiscal year 1960-61 the annual cost of the local 
Supervisor's office is $10,128, of which the state 
contributes $2,046 — leaving a net drain, on the 
County Common School Fund of $8,082, or about 
half the fund. 


The annual cost of supervisors state-wide is 


$624,162 — all paid for with money that otherwise 
would qo to the public schools.
